The committee, composed of J. 
Benton Bostick, Howard Lisle and 
Joe DeNarie of Tibu ron and Fred 
Palmer, Ralph Mey ers and John J. 
Wiley of Belv edere, will meet again 
Thu rsday night to discu ss the con­ 
tent, bu t not the wording of the 
letters. May or James Michael and 
chamber p r e s i d ent Gene Trenam 
are ex -officio members of the grou p. 
In discu ssion last night, Trenam 
reported he had been informed the 
su rv ey of the post offices already 
had been completed. He said a con­ 
v ersation with Earl D. Chance, in­ 
spector in charge of the San Fran­ 
cisco div ision of the postoffice, in­ 
dicated two inspectors already had 
made their stu dies.

A majority of the witnesses fav or­ 
ed a flood control program of some 
kind or other and u rged delay in is­ 
su ance of the permit u ntil flood con­ 
trol problems cou ld be thorou ghly 
stu died. Specifically mentioned was 
the Urqu hart plan which'wou ld pu t 
an earth fill across the bay below 
the present redwood bridge. 
Bu t Zaro was u pheld too by sev ­ 
eral witnesses. 
CITY’S STATEMENT 
The meeting was opened with a 
statement from the city of Mill Val­ 
ley , signed by May or Miriam Cu m­ 
mings and read by City Clerk A1 
Almcrants. The city u rged with­ 
holding of action on the application 
u ntil a flood control district cou ld 
be set u p, or, failing that, an inser­ 
tion of a clau se in the permit which 
wou ld allow the flood control plan 
to be carried ou t withou t pay ing 
damages to Zaro for projects al­ 
ready completed or u nder way .

CD Head Warn s Of Holes 
In Sky-Watch er System 


Marin can only feel partly safe 
from a sneak attack by enemy air­ 
planes as long as civ il defense co­ 
ordinators hav e to hu nt and beg per­ 
sons to serv e as sky -watchers. 
That’s the opinion of Cou nty CD 
Coordinator E. Carl Engelhart who 
looked with regret ql the opening of 
a 24-hou r patrol of the sky y ester­ 
day . 
“Nov ato started right on time and 
San Rafael was ready at midnight,” 
the coordinator reported, “bu t else­ 
where In Marin we hav e nothing bu t 
big holes for enemy planes to drift 
throu gh and descend u pon u s.” 
He added the solemn warning that 
“we’d better get the holes plu gged 
or it may be too bad for u s.” 
Nov ato started the rou nd-the- 
clock su rv eillance at 8 am. and San 
Rafael followed at midnight. Sau sa­ 
lito and many other Marin commu n­ 
ities are doing the job du ring the 
day bu t night patrolling hasn’t been 
set u p, Engelhart said. 
Howev er, Marin has the du biou s 
honor of following a trend in ex is­ 
tence along the West Coast. 
The Associated Press states that 
13,320 v olu nteer spotters are needed 
to man 148 stations from King City 
to the Oregon border and only 4,000 
had signed u p as of y esterday . 
The situ ation was apparently the 
gloomiest in the Bay Area. Alameda 
cou nty had only three of sev en pro- 


jected posts in operation while none 
of San Mateo’s six stations was 
manned, it was noted. 
And the Oakland filter center — 
hu b of the operation — had only 
200 v olu nteers instead of the re­ 
qu ired 800. 
Engelhart u rges ev ery one with 
some spare time to inqu ire into 
du ties of a sky -watcher. He believ es 
that many wou ld be su rprised and 
interested in tu rning ou t for the 
job.

to act as liason to the board. 
OUTSTANDING WORK 
Mrs. McAndrew, who holds that 
important office today , say s these 
four Guilds, aided then as now, by 
other interested organizations, did 
outstanding work for the Grape 
Festival. 
Guild members must fi­ 
nance all the ex pense of their 
booths, such as the material from 
which their wares are made, deco­ 
rations, and all supplies. This ac­ 
counts for the benefit luncheons, 
card parties and fashion shows 
which are given during the y ear. 
When the money is raised for sup­ 
plies and materials, the Guilds take 
on the real meaning of the word as 
they become like the early work­ 
shops frefm which they were pat­ 
terned. Ceramics are baked in a 
Guild’s klin,

metal work are done, tex tiles are 
made. Cooking and sewing are all 


the ex pression of initiative and 
skills that are a part of the goods 
the Guilds produce. 
It takes the 
most of the y ear to prepare for the 
Festival. 
UNIQUE WARES 
One of the most interesting fea­ 
tures of the Guilds and that which 
emphasized the need for an over­ 
all policy stemming from the board 
of directors is the control of ty pes 
of articles to be sold at the booths. 
Many of the articles are unique. 
The booth-control also prevents du­ 
plication. 
Strawberry Point, Mrs. McAndrew 
say s, is carry ing out the theme of 
its location in its booth. It will be 
filled with strawberry jams and 
with linens carry ing out the straw­ 
berry motif. Novato is surrounded 
by nut trees so the guild of that 
community has called its booth 
‘The Novato Nut Farm.” 
Wares 
will include candied and salted nuts 
sind nut breads. Belveron Gardens 
will have a “Beach Booth.** Beach 
ware, swim suits and accessories 
will be sold there.

Mixed-Race Marriages Have Increased 
In America, Making Many Problems 


Q. My daughter has married a 
y oung man she met at a church 
summer camp. She is a Caucasian, 
he Is a Negro. Already they are in 
difficulty . Their neighbors and their 
former friends will n ot associate 
with them. He has been fired from 
his Job. A baby is coming. They will 
not think of divorce or annulment. 
Is there any thing on earth they can 
do to have a happy life? 
A. We’re having more* mix ed-race 
marriages in America this y ear than 
ever before’. Usually they lead to 
misery or tragedy . The g r e a t e s t 
majority of Americans are not ready 
to accept such marriages. The best 
suggestion I can make to this couple 
is a very controversial one. It is that 
they pick up and move to a culture 
where they will be accepted. 
SHOCK TREATMENT 
Q. Does shock therapy really help 
people suffering mental disorders? 
My son, 22, has periods of ex treme 
depression. Twice he has been given 
shock treatment. The results last 
only a few months, then he is as bad 
as ever. What good is shock treat­ 
ment? 
A. I ’m no psy chiatrist and I try to 
avoid psy chiatric questions. However 
the psy chiatrists who h e l p with 
Parents* Comer have t ol d me to 
answer this one. Shock therapy is 
an ex tremely valuable short cut in 
psy chiatry . It has speeded up re­ 
covery in thousands of cases. But 
shock treatment by itself usually is 
not enough. It needs to be followed 
by a long period of psy chotherapy . 
The follow-up was missing in the 
case of y our son. 
Q. Do modem schools ever skip a 


child from one grade to the nex t? 
A. Occasionally , t h oug h not as 
frequently as schools used to skip 
them. My own feeling is that, having 
gone from the ex treme of too much 
skipping y ears ago, schools now have 
gone to the ex treme of not enough 
skipping. Bright, over-sized children 
who have already mastered the sub­ 
ject matter of a grade, often can 
benefit from being skipped.

She says: 
“I always try to get some kind 
of a gimmick in the jackpot. That 
makes it more fu n, you know. The 
baby elephant we gave away on one 
jackpot was a great su ccess. The 
woman who won it sold it to a zoo 
the same day for $2,000.” 
Thou gh most programs ru n abou t 
six weeks before somebody hits the 
jackpot by gu essing the “mystery 
melody” Florence always has to keep 
two or three jackpots in advance, 
ju st to be prepared if two jackpot 
winners cash in on a single night. 
That happened once. 
Right now she’s working on the 
Christmas jackpot, which will in­ 
clu de su ch things as $5,000 worth of 
equ ipment to start an ice cream 
bu siness, a 28 -foot steel swimming 
pool, a 38 -day cru ise to Sou th Amer­ 
ica and an au tomobile.

Well Balanced Diets Must 
Be Given To Little Ones 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
Children who get plenty of the 
wrong food are often victims of mal­ 
nu trition, leading to* anemia anc 
other seriou s diseases. A danger pe­ 
riod is between one and fou r years 
of age, especially in tots u nder two. 


I have often pointed ou t that chil­ 
dren—and adu lts, too—can be ill-fed 
and u ndernou rished even thou gh the 
family is not in want. Nowadays, 
most often the family is financially 
able to su pply the right food. It has 
been noticed that a large nu mber of 
these ill-fed children are from ru ral 
areas.

FEEDING MISTAKES 
Here are some of the feeding mis­ 
takes that cau se malnu trition: 


Overemphasis on milk. Parents 
who have learned the importance 
of milk sometimes neglect other im­ 
portant foods. Many children can­ 
not take as mu ch as a qu art of milk 
a day and still eat other foods that 
are necessary for growth and devel­ 
opment 


Overemphasis on breast feeding. 
Many u ndernou rished children are 
kept on mother’s milk too long, 
sometimes u ntil they are fifteen 
months old. Most doctors feel that 
the average baby shou ld normally be 
weaned from the breast in the last 
months of the first year. In addi­ 
tion, many of these children are not 
tau ght to feed themselves. 


VITAMINS A NECESSITY 
Vitamins. In many cases it Is fou nd 
that mothers neglect to* give the 
necessary vitamins after the child 
is a few months old. Vitamins, or 
foods containing the proper vita­ 
mins, are a vital necessity throu gh­ 
ou t childhood. Many children who 
are given vitamins are still u nder­ 
nou rished becau se they do not re­ 
ceive them regu larly. 


What are thé resu lts of these mis­ 
takes? Here are some, from one 
stu dy of fifty children with malnu ­ 
trition: 


Many, of cou rse, were u nderweight, 
They had pale, sallow complexions, 
and poorly-developed mu scles. They 
lacked vigor. Some showed signs of 
rickets, a fau lty bone development 
from lack of vitamin D. Their teeth 
tended to have a great nu mber of 
cavities. Many children had seriou s 
anemia, and heart mu rmu rs du e to 
anemia. 


REGULAR CHECK-UPS 
Of cou rse, if these children had 
been taken tp the doctor for regu lar 
check-u ps, their Improper manage­ 
ment wou ld have been corrected. 
Few u ndernou rished children, how­ 
ever, get to a doctor often. 
The treatment for these children 
Inclu ded a well-balanced diet, with 
fru it ju ice, egg, cereal, toast, vege­ 
tables, meat, and cheese. In addition, 
they were given adequ ate amou nts of 
iron and vitamins. All the children 
allô wed to follow this diet showed 
satisfactory improvement. * 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
WN.: After having a baby, I have 
had excessive fatigu e, loss of in­ 
terest, loss of vigor, and general 
weakness. Can you help me? 
Answer: This may be du e to a poor 
diet du ring and after pregnancy. 
Many women, after having a baby, 
develop severe physical fatigu e be­ 
cau se of worry abou t the baby, in­ 
creased work and loss of normal 
rest. 
*

WORKSHOP TRAINING 
To encou rage the children’s en­ 
thu siasm for plays of their own, 
the Larkspu r-Corte Madera work­ 
shop has tried an experiment this 
su mmer which is proving most su c­ 
cessfu l. On registration day when 
more than a hu ndred children 
signed u p, more than two-thirds for 
acting, the play was promptly “ex­ 
panded” to inclu de roles for all 
interested. It wax decided to adapt 
a play fro m a child’s story. As- 
cordingly, Mrs. Anne Smart, who re­ 
wrote the story for Ju nior Theater, 
expanded the nu mber of parts hi 
the play. At the tryou ts jn Ju ne, 
two fu ll casts were selected. Real 
work started In tu rnabou t fashion. 
As#Cast A rehearsed, Cast B worked 
in the shop with the children who 
were preparing scenery' and props 
in the following period the work of 
the casts was reversed and Cast A 
took over the workshop. This dou ble­ 
casting has given each child an 
opportu nity to act as well as to 
work on produ ction.

Thus we were somewhat amazed at the action 
of a representative of the county’s big g est Chamber 
of Commerce in opposing a proposal for endorse­ 
ment of the lower toll at the recent meeting of the 
Associated Chambers of Commerce.

But we’re sure that it would bring a lot more 
people to Marin and thereby contribute very ma­ 
terially to trade volume.—Pt.

READING THE R E T U R N S , 
there is, I would say, no mistak e 
how thin is the marg in, how pre­ 
carious and tentative as yet is the 
victory that the Eisenhower forces 
have won in Chicag o. They have 
pried open the door, which the Old 
Guard would have nailed shut for 
k eeps, throug h which the Republi­ 
cans of the modern ag e can come 
in to rejuvenate the party. But the 
door is not wide open. The rejuve­ 
nation and reinforcement of this 
minority party is still only a pos­ 
sibility and a prospect. 
If the victory in the convention 
is not consolidated in the campaig n 
and confirmed by a victory in No­ 
vember, it is most probable that the 
control of, the party will fall rig ht 
back into the hands of the Ok h 
Guard, then so embittered that a 
man of Sen. Taft’s fundamentally 
humane and liberal instincts would 
no long er be able to lead them. 


THE 
STAKES 
ARE 
ENOR­ 
MOUS, and if the Eisenhower cam­ 
paig n is to be effective, the first 
beg inning is to examine coolly 
what k ind of victory has been won 
in Chicag o and how it came to be 
won. This is a matter of judg ment, 
of course, and no one will wish to 
form a firm conclusion until the 
experienced correspondents and ob­ 
servers, who have beeii in Chicag o, 
have had time to catch their 
breath and to sum up their find­ 
ing s. What I have g ot to say is a 
first personal impression. 
As such, I would sug g est, a cool 
examination will probably show 
that Eisenhower has been the ral­ 
lying point, not the leader or tha 
evang elist,.of powerful forces long 
operating within the Republican 
> party. 
He has not, of course, been draft­ 
ed by the convention. Had he been,* 
he would have been nominated by 
acclamation. But it is correct, and 
I think illuminating and important, 
to say that he was drafted to be­ 
come a candidate around whom 
those opposed to the Old Guard 
could form a coalition. 
% 
I THINK THAT IS true, and if 
it is, what mak es it important is 
that it explains the paradox of 
the Eisenhower campaig n since his 
return from Europe. The paradox 
is that he won the nomination 
thoug h, in what we may call for 
short the Abilene phase, he so very 
nearly destroyed himself. 
Gen. Eisenhower went to Abilene 
with a g reat illusion, compounded 
of his own inexperience, his isola­ 
tion in-a military headquarters, 
and some bad advice. The illusion 
was that by virtue of his g reat 
popularity; of the affection and 
trust which he inspires, he pos­ 
sesses a k ind of personal mag ic, 
and that therefore if he could 
• come forward as a revivalist and 
crusader, the crowds would follow. 
The Abilene-Detroit period of his 
personal campaig ning mark ed the 
collapse of that dang erous Illusion, 
of the illusion that could be fatal 
in a man who, thoug h he learns 
very quick ly, has very much to 
learn and talk s very readily. 
* 


FORTUNATELY FOR. the coun­ 
try and for him,,the serious Eisen- 
upon the frivolous idea that he or 
any other man could ad lib him­ 
self into the White House. The se­ 
rious Eisenhower movement is not 
something new in this campaig n. 
It was not conjured uppout of noth­ 


ing by Gov. Dewey. He has only 
served it well. This movement is 
the lineal .descendant of an un­ 
brok en line of that wing of the 
party which was dominant until 
1912. It is the wing of the party 
which has been modern, prog res­ 
sive, and conscious of America’s 
emerg ence in the 20th Century sa 
a world power. 
It is plain silliness to talk of 
these Republicans as New Dealers. 
They stem not from Frank lin but 
from Theodore Roosevelt, and ever 
since 1912 they have been eng ag ed 
in a strug g le to recover the party 
leadership from which they were 
ousted by a ruthless and corrupt 
seizure of power. 
Since 1940 they have always 
been, when it came to the test, the 
■strong est faction in the party. In 
each convention they have been 
able to nominate their man. But 
hower movement took charg e after 
the Abilene-Detroit period and set 
because their man could not win 
the election, they have never been 
able to achieve g enuine control of 
the party. For this reason, except 
for the few months of the cam­ 
paig n every four years, the record 
and the reputation of the party 
have been made by the Old Guard. 
Indeed the capture of the nomina­ 
tion by Willk ie and Dewey never 
broug ht with it effective control 
of the party’s central machinery* 
of its public purposes between elec­ 
tions, of its actions in Cong ress. 


GEN. EISENHOWER’S victory is 
as yet as superficial as that of his - 
predecessors. Once ag ain the nomi­ 
nation has been wrested from the 
Old Guard. Beyond that there is 
only a mag nificent chance not to 
miss once ag ain a splendid but 
elusive opportunity. The opportun­ 
ity will be lost, I believe, unless 
immediately, persistently and pow­ 
erfully and convincing ly, Gen. Eis­ 
enhower uses his victory to put the 
Eisenhower leaders in full control 
of the campaig n. Otherwise, despite 
all the excitement in Chicag o, the 
Old Guard will sit out this defeat 
as they have so many others—^and 
almost surely the election, which 
in the best of circumstances will 
be difficult to win, will be lost. 
It is, I believe, of surpassing im­ 
portance in this momentous busi­ 
ness that the Eisenhower head­ 
quarters become very dear about 
the relative role of propag anda and 
of political action. Only If the 
necessary actions are tak en by the 
g eneral can the propag anda, in­ 
cluding his own speeches, be ex­ 
pected to work with the voters who 
must determine the election. These 
voters who must be won over have, 
let it be remembered, been voting 
for Democratic presidents. They 
are by and larg e the post-war g en­ 
eration of young er men and women. 
They are allerg ic to phoniness, 
they are toug h-minded, and sus­ 
picious of g eneralities, of breast- 
beating , of self-rig hteousness, and 
of the k ind of g aseous oratory of 
which they have not only been 
hearing , but also seeing , so much 
too much last week .

NEW YORK m — Americans 
g o rig ht onv saving more money 
in one form or another — althoug h 
past saving s have lost value as the 
dollar cheapened and even thoug h 
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still more such inflation could be 
in store. 
More hew life insurance poli­ 
cies were boug ht so far this year 
than ever before, the Institute of 
Life Insurance says. Total hold­ 
ing s are at a record hig h of 265 
billion dollars. Saving s and time 
deposits in bank s and other in­ 
stitutions are at new hig hs. 


TO SOME THIS SEEMS to show 
that most people no long er fear 
inflation — the cheapening of dol­ 
lars in terms of what they will 
buy. 
But to other observers this dis­ 
reg ard by Americans of the ex­ 
ample of what inflation does to 
saving s seems another indication 
that a majority of people really 
lik e inflation — if it doesn’t g et 
out of hand. 
They cry out, to be sure, when 
prices g o up and their dollar buys 
less. And for those who are living 
on fixed income from the saving s 
of other years, the cheapening of 
the dollar has been a cruel blow. 


BUT FOR MANY — The farmer, 
the wag e earner, the man in pro­ 
fessional or service line» — infla­ 
tion has worn the g uise at least 
of being offset by hig her prices 
for their produce, hig her wag es, 
hig her fees.

Fashion Show Breathtaking 
Lingerie Shown

-PARIS — The fashion show I 
mentioned« took place at the Roy al 
Moncheau Hotel, and was a breath. 
tiy iring affair. The many flowers, 
lovely mannequins and beautiful 
hand made lingerie, etc., made It 
a never-to-be-forgotten afternoon. 
I was fortunate in receiving an in­ 
vitation through some very charm­

"Asked if» the Navy had Jet air­ 
craft ty pes which could match the 
Air Force mass flight of 59 jet 
fighters now crossing the Pacific, 
the naval member of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff said:

We don’t have to ask any one’s per­ 
mission to set up a base. Our car­ 
riers are our bases, wherever they 
can go on blue water.”

Asking One Office 


Residents of Belvedere and 
Tiburon got together on a plan 
last night for a united front 
against possible consolidation of 
their two post offices into branch 
offices of the Mill Valley post 
office. 
At a special meeting of Belvedere 
city council, called in connection 
with the Tiburon chamber of com­ 
merce to s p e c i f i c a lly discuss the 
problem, a six-man committee was 
formed to guide the unified action. 
Members decided that each com­ 
munity should prepare tetters to be 
sent to the assistant p o st m a ster 
general in Washington. These letters 
would stress the need for continued 
poet offices in the area and express 
the agreement of the area that one 
unfied post office might be solution 
for aU the peninsula’s mail prob­ 
lems. 
TO DISCUSS CONTENT 
The committee, composed of J. 
Benton Bostick, Howard Lisle and 
Joe DeNarie of Tiburon and Fred 
Palmer, Ralph Meyers and John J. 
Wiley of Belvedere, will meet again 
Thursday night to discuss the con­ 
tent, but not the wording of the 
tetters. Mayor James Michael and 
chamber president Gene Trenam 
are ex-officio members of the group. 
In discussion last night, Trenam 
reported he had been informed the 
survey of the post offices already 
had been completed. He said a con­ 
versation with Earl D. Chance, in­ 
spector in charge of the San Fran­ 
cisco division of the postoffice, in­ 
dicated two inspectors already had 
made their studies. 
Mayor Michael, however, said he 
had talked with J. Leslie Padgett, 
inspector in charge of this area, 
and that Padgett had said he was In 
charge of the survey and would not 
get around to it for two or three 
wiflnthfr- 
(Contacted by the Independent- 
Journal this morning, Chance said 
lie must have been misunderstood. 
The case has been turned over to 
Padgett and he is in full charge of 
tiie case, Chance said. Hie two men 
who were in the area earlier were 
there on “something else,” the chief 
inspector said.) 
NO RECOMMENDATION 
Chance stressed that no decision 
will be reached in this area. The re­ 
sults of the inspection will be for­ 
warded to the bureau of operations, 
post office department, in Washing­ 
ton, for decision.

Second job of the joint committee 
will be to gather facts and figures 
on operations of the existing offices.

CITY’S STATEMENT 
The meeting was opened with a 
statement from the city of Mill Val­ 
ley, signed by Mayor Miriam Cum­ 
mings and read by City Clerk A1 
Almcrants. The city urged with­ 
holding of action cm the application 
until a flood control district could 
be set up, or, failing that, an inser­ 
tion of a clause in the permit which 
would allow the flood control plan 
to be carried out without paying 
damages to Zaro for projects al­ 
ready completed or under way.

In Sky-Watcher System 


Marin can only feel partly safe 
from a sneak attack by enemy air­ 
planes as long as civil defense co­ 
ordinators have to hunt and beg per­ 
sons to serve as sky-watchera. 
That’s the opinion of County CD 
Coordinator E. Carl Engelhart who 
looked with regret $ the opening of 
a 24-hour patrol of the sky yester­ 
day. 
“Novato started right on time and 
San Rafael was ready at midnight,” 
the coordinator reported, “but else­ 
where in Marin we have nothing but 
big holes for enemy planes to drift 
through and descend upon us.” 
He added the solemn warning that 
“we’d better get the holes plugged 
or it may be too bad for us.” 
Novato started the round-the- 
clock surveillance at 8 am. and San 
Rafael followed at midnight. Sausa­ 
lito and many other Marin commun­ 
ities are doing the job during the 
day but night patrolling hasn’t been 
set up, Engelhart said. 
However, Marin has the dubious 
honor of following a trend in exis­ 
tence along the West Coast. 
The Associated Press states that 
13320 volunteer spotters are needed 
to man 148 stations from King City 
to the Oregon border and only 4,000 
had signed up as of yesterday. 
The situation was apparently the 
gloomiest tit ttm Bay Area. Alameda 
eeaBfy had eofy three of seven pro­ 


jected posts in operation while none 
of San Mateo’s six stations was 
manned, it wm noted. 
And the Oakland filter center — 
hub of the operation — had only 
200 volunteers instead of the re­ 
quired 800. 
Engelhart urges everyone with 
some spare time to inquire into 
duties of a sky-watcher. He believes 
that many would be surprised and 
interested in turning out for the 
job.

Q. My daughter has married a 
young man she met at a church 
summer camp.

However 
the psychiatrists who h e l p with 
Parents* Comer have t o l d me to 
answer this one. Shock therapy is 
an extremely valuable short cut In 
psychiatry. It has speeded up re­ 
covery in thousands of cases. But 
shock treatment by itself usually is 
not enough. It needs to be followed 
by a long period of psychotherapy. 
The follow-up was missing in the 
case of your son. 
Q. Do modem schools ever skip s 


child from one grade to the next? 
A. Occasionally, t h o u g h not as 
frequently as schools used to skip 
them. My own feeling Is that, having 
gone from the extreme of too much 
skipping years ago, schools now have 
gone to the extreme of not enough 
skipping. Bright, over-sized children 
who hive already mastered the sub­ 
ject matter of a grade, often can 
benefit from being skipped.

Children who get plenty of the 
wrong food are often victims of mal­ 
nutrition, leading to* anemia and 
other serious diseases. A danger pe­ 
riod is between one and four years 
of age, especially in tots under two. 


I have often pointed out that chil­ 
dren—and adults, too-can be ill-fed 
and undernourished even though the 
family is not in want. Nowadays, 
most often the family is financially 
able to supply the right food. It has 
been noticed that a large number of 
these ill-fed children are from rural 
areas. 


f e e d in g m is t a k e s 
Here are some of the feeding mis­ 
takes that cause malnutrition: 


Overemphasis on milk. Parents 
who have learned the lmgiortance 
of milk sometimes neglect other im­ 
portant foods. Many children can­ 
not take as much as a quart of milk 
a day and still eat other foods that 
are necessary for growth and devel­ 
opment. 


Overemphasis on breast feeding. 
Many undernourished children are 
kept on mother’s . milk too long, 
sometimes until they are fifteen 
months old. Most doctors feel that 
the average baby should normally be 
weaned from the breast in the last 
months of the first year. In addi­ 
tion, many of these children are not 
taught to feed themselves. 


VITAMINS A NECESSITY 
Vitamins. In many eases it is found 
that mothers neglect to give the 
necessary vitamins after the child 
is a few months old. Vitamins, or 
foods containing the proper vita­ 
mins, are a vital necessity through­ 
out childhood. Many children who 
are given vitamins ate still under­ 
nourished because they do not re­ 
ceive them regularly. 


What are th# results of these mis­ 
takes? Here are some, from one 
study of fifty children with malnu­ 
trition: 


Many, of course, were underweight, 
They had pale, sallow complexions 
and poorly-developed muscles. They 
lacked vigor. Sonic showed signs of 
rickets, a faulty bone development 
from lack of vitamin D. Their teeth 
tended to have a great number of 
cavities. Many children had serious 
anemia, and heart murmurs due to 
anemia. 


REGULAR CHECK-UPS 
Of course, if these children had 
been taken to the doctor for regular 
check-ups, their improper manage­ 
ment would have been corrected. 
Few undernourished children, how­ 
ever, get to a doctor often. 
The treatment far these children 
included a well-balanced diet, with 
fruit juice, egg, cereal, toast, vege­ 
tables, meat, and cheese. In addition, 
they were given adequate amounts of 
iron and vitamins. All the children 
allowed to follow this diet showed 
satisfactory Improvement. * 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
WN.: Alter having a baby, I have 
had excessive fatigue, loss of in­ 
terest, loss of vigor, and general 
weakness. Can you help me? 
Answer : This may be due to a poor 
diet during and after pregnancy.

Every citizen interested in preserving * cmr 
Étain of self-government-in making it work 
better-will applaud the announcement of As­ 
semblyman Ralph Brown (D., Modesto) that 
he intends to study our state laws with a view 
to proposing legislation to take out the “bugs'* 
by which “some public offkiali are able to 
suppress infornjation which properly should be 
made available to all of thê public.” 
Assemblyman 
Brown 
heads 
the 
highly- 
thought-of assembly judiciary committee and 
it is this committee which presumably will un-, 
dertake the study and later suggest appropriate 
legislation to remedy the situation which the 
study shows to exisL 
As most of us know, there has in recent 
years been a movement in ai most all levels of 
government — particularly in Washington - to­ 
ward secrecy—toward closcd-door conduct of 
the public's business. 


Every school boy knows that the success of 
self-government, such as ours, depends in large 
part on how well-informed is the citizenry. 
Obviously, secrecy in government is a m ajor % 
step toward an uninform ed citizenry and the 
consequent decline of self-government. 
Almost every school boy these days knows, 
too, that the established pattern by which a 
dictator seizes power begins with suppression 
of information about the government’s actions. 
The people get only what the dictator’s govern­ 
ment wants them to get—and no more. 
This 
suppression of information .involves closed- 
door meetings of government agencies, censor­ 
ship at the source and tight restrictions on 
freedom of speech and freedom of press—which 
includes radio, TV, newspapers and other 
mediums of mass communication. 


We don’t intend to infer that Harry Tru­ 
man is a would-be dictator. We intend instead 
to warn against setting the stage for some future 
successor of Harry Truman to make himself— 
to greater or lesser degree—a dicta|or. 


Fortunately, a noted law professor-Dr. Har- 


old Cross-alreadv has conducted a study of fed­ 
eral statutes and court opinions to determine 
what loopholes by which public information 
can and is being suppressed to a larger degree 
than most of us realize. He has suggested cor­ 
rective 
measures. 
Several 
congressmen 
are 
studying the suggestions with the intention of 
introducing legislation to carry them out. 
Now Assemblyman Brown (himself an at- 
tomey) reveals his intention to launch a simi­ 
lar program for California. 
White a state hardly has to fear that a gov­ 
ernin’ could become a military dictator, in the 
Hitler image, suppression of information cer­ 
tainly would be a tool for perpetuation of a 
real political machine boss or a political ma­ 
chine puppet as governor. 
(Remember Huey 
Long?) 


When Ralph Brown’s assembly judiciary 
committee gets through with its task, California 
will have one more safeguard—practically cer­ 
tain insurance-tl$at such a thing as Huey Long 
can never happen here. 


Incidentally, Gov. Warren has long been an 
advocate of transacting public business in pub­ 
lic. 
He has frequently reiterated his belief 
that every scrap of official information should 
be made available to the public, unless its 
release is specifically prohibited by law*. 


Now Assemblyman Brown's efforts will in­ 
sure that no future governor of less integrity 
than Warren will use “bugs” in the law to 
conceal from the public those things he doesn’t 
want the public to know about.

READING THE RETURNS, 
there is, I would say, no mistake 
how thin is the margin, how pre­ 
carious and tentative as yet is the 
victory that the Eisenhower forces 
have won in Chicago. They have 
pried open the door, which the Old 
Guard would have nailed shut for 
keeps, through which the Republi­ 
cans of the modem age can come 
in to rejuvenate the party. But the 
door is not wide open. The rejuve­ 
nation and reinforcement of this 
minority party is still only a pos­ 
sibility and a prospect. 
If the victory in the convention 
is not consolidated in the campaign 
and confirmed by a victory in No­ 
vember, it is most probable that the 
control of the party will fall right 
back into the hands of the Old 
Guard, then so embittered that a 
man of Sen. Taft’s fundamentally 
humane and liberal instincts would 
no longer be able to lead them. 


THE 
STAKES 
ARE 
ENOR­ 
MOUS, and if the Eisenhower cam­ 
paign is to be effective, the first 
beginning is to examine coolly 
what kind of victory has been won 
in Chicago and how it came to be 
won. This is a matter of judgment, 
of course, and no cme will wish to 
form a firm conclusion until the 
experienced correspondents and ob­ 
servers, who have been in Chicago, 
have had time to catch their 
breath and to ’sum up their find­ 
ings. What I have got to say is a 
first personal impression. 
As such, I would suggest, a cool 
examination will probably show 
that Eisenhower has been the ral­ 
lying point, not the leader or the 
evangelist, of powerful forces long 
operating within the Republican 
party. 
He has not, of course, been draft­ 
ed by the convention. Had he been, 
he would have been nominated by 
acclamation. But it is correct, and 
I think illuminating and important, 
to say that he was drafted to be­ 
come a candidate around whom 
those opposed to the Old Guard 
could form a coalition. 
* 
I THINK THAT IS true, and if 
it is, what makes It important is 
that it explains the paradox of 
the Eisenhower campaign since his 
return from Europe. The paradox 
is that he won the nomination 
though, in what we may call for 
short the Abilene phase, he so very 
nearly destroyed himself. 
Gen. Eisenhower went to Abilene 
with a great illusion, compounded 
of his own inexperience, his isola­ 
tion in a military headquarters, 
and some bid advice. The illusion 
was that by virtue of his great 
popularity, of the affection and 
trust which he inspires, he pos­ 
sesses a kind of personal magic, 
and that therefore if he could 
• come forward as a revivalist and 
crusader, the crowds would follow. 
The Abilene-Detroit period of his 
personal campaigning marked the 
collapse of that dangerous illusion, 
of the illusion that could be fatal 
in a man who, though he learns 
very quickly, has very much to 
learn and talks very readily. 


FORTUNATELY FOR the coun­ 
try and for him, the serious Eisen- 
upon the frivolous idea that he or 
any other man could ad lib him­ 
self into the White House. The se­ 
rious Elsenhower movement is not 
something new in this campaign. 
It was not conjured uprout of noth- 


ing by Gov. Dewey. He has only 
served it well. This movement is 
the lineal .descendant of an un­ 
broken line of that wing of the 
party which was dominant until 
1912. It is the wing of the party 
which has been modern, progres­ 
sive, and conscious of America’s 
emergence in the 20th Century as 
a world power. 


It is plain silliness to talk of 
these Republicans as New Dealers. 
They stem not from Franklin but 
from Theodore Roosevelt, and ever 
since 1912 they have been engaged 
in a struggle to recover the party 
leadership from which they were 
ousted by a ruthless and corrupt 
seizure of power. 
Since 1940 they have always 
been, when it came to the test, the 
•strongest faction in the party. In 
each convention they have been 
able to nominate their man. But 
hower movement took charge after 
the Abilene-Detroit period and aet 
because their man could not win 
the election, they have never been 
able to achieve genuine control of 
the party. For this reason, except 
for the few months of the cam­ 
paign every four years, the record 
and the reputation of the party 
have been made by the Old Guard. 
Indeed the capture of the nomina­ 
tion by Willkie and Dewey never 
brought with it effective control 
of the party’s central machinery, 
of its public purposes between elec­ 
tions, of its actions in Congress. 


GEN, EISENHOWER’S victory is 
as yet as superficial as that of his 
predecessors. Once again the nomi­ 
nation has been wrested from the 
Old Guard. Beyond that there is 
only a magnificent chance not to 
miss once again a splendid but 
elusive opportunity. The opportun­ 
ity will be lost, I believe, unless 
immediately, persistently and pow­ 
erfully and convincingly, Gen. Eis­ 
enhower uses his victory to put the 
Eisenhower leaders in full control 
of the campaign. Otherwise, despite 
all the excitement in Chicago, the 
Old Guard will sit out this defeat 
* as they have so many others—and 
almost surely the election, which 
in the best of circumstances wUl 
be difficult to win, will be lost. 
It is, I believe, of surpassing im­ 
portance in this momentous busi­ 
ness that the Eisenhower head­ 
quarters become very dear about 
the relative role of propaganda and 
of political action. Only if the 
necessary actions are taken by the 
general can the propaganda, in­ 
cluding his own speeches, be ex­ 
pected to work with the voters who 
must determine the election. These 
voters who must be won over have, 
let it be remembered, been voting 
for Democratic presidents. They 
are by and large the post-war gen­ 
eration of younger men and women. 
They are allergic to phoniness, 
they are tough-minded, and sus­ 
picious of generalities, of breast- 
beating, of self-righteousness, and 
of the kind of gaseous oratory of 
which they have not only been 
hearing, but also seeing, so much 
too much last week.

TO SOME THIS SEEMS to show 
that most people no longer fear 
inflation — the cheapening of dol­ 
lars in terms of what they will 
buy.

Bear season opens August § to 
December 31, inclusive, in the coastal 
der hunting ares. 
Season: September 20 to Decem­ 
ber 21, inclusive, in balance of state, 
including San Diego county. 
Bag limit: Two bears per season. 
Bears may be taken with firearms 
or bow and arrow only, except that 
trapping shall be permitted Novem­ 
ber 16 to December 31, inclusive, to 
the following counties: Siskiyou, 
Trinity, Shasta, Lassen, Modoc, Te­ 
hama, Inyo, Mono, San Bernardino, 
Riverside, Ventura, Santa Barbara, 
and Los Angeles.

For Deer Season 


Over half a million California deer 
hunters will take to the hills when 
the Coastal section opens on August 
8 to September 14. 
Deer are plentiful in Marin and 
the coastal area, but the severe win­ 
ter stdms to the Sierras have taken 
a great toll of the wildlife. The 
Sierra and inland season opens 
September 26 and closes October 19. 
Now is the time to prepare for 
that long-awaited deer hunt. First 
and foremost secure your place to 
hunt. Check your guns and am­ 
munition. Make a list of needed sup­ 
plies. Test your rifle by firing it 
op a 200-yard range. 
Bag limit per season is X bucks, 
forked horns or better. State license 
fee for resident citizen $3.00 and 
deer tags $1.00. Children under 16 
must have a license which costs $1.00 
and fogs, 


Shooting hours for resident game 
is one-half hour before sunrise and 
one-half hour after sunset. * 
Stats law requires the return of 
deer tog report cards by successful 
hunters. Each tag is to be filled out 
by the hunter, and validated by au-

thorized officers. Tags may be coun­ 
tersigned by state fish and game 
wardens, employees of the Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game, notaries 
public, California Highway Patrol 
officers, authorized officers of locker 
or cold storage plants, all peace of 
fleers, federal game wardens, state 
or federal foresters, justices of the 
peace, or postmasters. 


Returned deer tag cards provide 
the Department of Fish and Game 
with valuable information leading 
to management practices which will 
protect and increase the species. 
Sale of deer or deer ¡peat taken 
under a hunting license is prohibited. 
Portion of deer head bearing ant­ 
lers and the skin must be retained 
until 10 days after the close of the 
season and produced upon demand. 
Hides with evidence of sex re­ 
moved cannot be possessed. 
Under special permit, obtainable 
from the California Department of 
Fish and Game, from state fish and 
game wardens, or from a bonded 
locker plant, venison may be pos­ 
sessed longer than 15 days after the 
closed season. 
The skin or hide of any deer law­ 
fully taken and possessed for 16 (toys 
following the close of the season may 
be sold, purchased, tanned, or manu­ 
factured into articles for sale.

CHARTER ORDINANCE NO. 515
